PREVENTING CRIME 
The purpose of National Crime Prevention Week, 
which begins Sunday, Feb. 11, are to (1) "alert 
America to the growing menace and cost of 
crim e" and (2) "stimulate public interest in 
year-round crime-prevention activities." Since 
one American family out of every five is vic­ 
timized by crim e each year, it is reasonable to 
assume that the public already is well aware of 
the prevalence of criminal activity. At the same 
time, there is no denying that Americans gener­ 
ally are apathetic about taking part in crim e- 
prevention programs. 
Crime prevention extends from such simple 
m easures as locking of doors to active coopera­ 
tion with local police forces. All too often, such 
m easures are not taken. 
For example, three 
out of four burglaries of business establishments 
are committed in buildings where no lights have 
been left on or the lighting is inadequate. Rob­ 
beries have taken place in the presence of wit­ 
nesses who did "not want to get involved" by 
intervening personally or by calling the police. 
Local police forces, as a result, are severely 
handicapped in the performance of their duties. 
The public tends to forget that paid, professional 
police forces are a distinctly modern phenom­ 
enon. 
Law enforcement and protection of life 
and property amounted until recently to self­ 
enforcement and self-protection. 
When police forces were established early in 
the 19th century, the public in effect delegated its 
law-enforcement power to a relative handful of 
professional guardians. 
In the intervening 130 
years or so, many police officials feel, people 
have forgotten that law enforcement is essen­ 
tially a public responsibility. 
Police effective­ 
ness is proportionate to the degree of public 
cooperation and support extended to law enforce­ 
ment agencies.

PREVENTING CRIME 
The purpose of National C rim e Prevention Week, 
which begins Sunday, Feb. l l , are to (I) “ a lert 
A m erica to the growing m enace and cost of 
c rim e ” and (2) “ stim ulate public in terest in 
y ear-round crim e-prevention a ctiv itie s.” Since 
one A m erican fam ily out of every five is vic­ 
tim ized by crim e each year, it is reasonable to 
assum e that the public already is well aw are of 
the prevalence of crim inal activity. At the sam e 
tim e, there is no denying that A m ericans gener­ 
ally a re apathetic about taking p art in c rim e- 
prevention program s. 
C rim e prevention extends from such sim ple 
m easu res as locking of doors to active coopera­ 
tion with local police forces. Ail too often, such 
m easu res a re not taken. 
F or exam ple, three 
out of four b u rg laries of business establishm ents 
a re com m itted in buildings w here no lights have 
been left on o r the lighting is inadequate. Rob­ 
b e rie s have taken place in the p resen ce of w it­ 
n e sse s who did “ not want to get involved” by 
intervening personally o r by calling the police. 
Local police fo rces, as a resu lt, a re severely 
handicapped in the perform ance of th eir duties. 
The public tends to forget that paid, professional 
police forces a re a distinctly m odern phenom­ 
enon, 
Law enforcem ent and protection of life 
and property am ounted until recently to self­ 
enforcem ent and self-protection. 
When police fo rces w ere established early in 
the 19th century, the public in effect delegated its 
law -enforcem ent pow er to a relative handful of 
professional guardians. 
In the intervening 130 
y e a rs o r so, many police officials feel, people 
have forgotten that law enforcem ent is essen ­ 
tially a public responsibility. 
Police effective­ 
n ess is proportionate to the degree of public 
cooperation and support extended to law enforce­ 
m ent agencies.

Income Tax and You-Part5 
Deductible Item 
C hanges R eviewed 


EDITOR'S NOTE . There have 
been some changes In filing in­ 
come tax returns in the rules 
on deductions for medical ex­ 
penses.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Examine 
your deductible 
personal ex­ 
penses 
when you 
make out 
your tax return on 1967 income. 
For many people the standard 
deduction which the government 
allows everyone filing a return 
more than covers their deduc­ 
tible expenses. 
If yours exceed the standard 
deduction, you can claim them in 
full but then you'll have to item­ 
ize them to prove you had them. 
In this case you must use Form 
1040 and figure your own tax. 
There have been some chang­ 
es in the rules on deductions for 
medical expenses. 
In their 1966 returns people 65 
or older could deduct their med­ 
ical expenses in full. Not any 
longer. In their returns on 1967 
income they have been put un­ 
der the same rules as those ap­ 
plying to people under 65. 
Note: There used to be a limit 
on the total amount anyone could 
deduct 
for 
medical expenses. 
No longer. There's no limit now. 
But here are the rules, although 
before you start remember you 


must not include in your medi­ 
cal expenses those for which 
you have been reimbursed: 1. 
You can deduct one-half the cost 
of your medical insurance up to 
a limit of $150, whether or not 
you have any other deductible 
medical expenses. But when you 
claim medical deductions you 
must Itemize them and cannot 
use 
the standard 
deduction. 
2. Thai if you have other de­ 
ductible medical expenses you 
must figure the cost of medi­ 
cines and drugs separately from 
the cost of medical care Itself. 
3. First-add up your medicine 
drugs costs. Then, from that to­ 
tal, subtract 1 per cent of your 
income on Page 1, Line 9, Form 
1040. What's left is deductible- 
but not quite. 
4. You then add this medicine- 
drugs deductible to the cost at 
your medical care, including the 
rest at the cost of your medical 
Insurance. (See No. 1 above on 
the cost of the first half at the 
medical Insurance). 
5. You now have the total medi­ 
cal cost deductible. But you 
can't deduct that in full or per­ 
haps even at all. You can deduct 
only that part of the total medical 
cost that exceeds 3 per cent of 
your Income on Page 1, Line 9, 
Form 1040. 
Note this: If you are 65 or
